BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. Section 8-7-4 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1997,
Chapter 262, Section 4) is amended to read:

B. The governor shall by appointment fill vacancies

on the public regulation commission. [Atl—appeintments] An

appointment to fill [vaeameies] a vacancy on the public

regulation commission shall be for a term ending on [Jenvary—+

subseguent—+te] December 31 after the next general election, at

which election a person shall be elected to fill any remainder
of the unexpired term.

C. An appointment to fill a vacancy on the public

regulation commission made before the general election of 2002

shall be made from the district as it was described in Laws

1997, Chapter 262, Sections 6 through 10. After the general

election of 2002, a vacancy shall be filled by appointment from

the district set out in Sections 8-7-6 through 8-7-10 NMSA
